OVER-SIZED TIRES. 


When the automobile industry was 


small the tire manufacturers" made 
tires with outside diameters of an 
even number of -inches; for instance, 
the outside diameter was 28, 30,. 32, 
34, 36, 38, etc.. It was soon discov- 
ered that. many cars had been put 
out with tires which were too smalt 
to carry the load, so the tire com- 
panies made special tires for each 
one of these riin sizes, which were a 
little larger than the "tire made for 
them originally. For example, on a 
rim which is made for a 
tire they -put a tire 31x4-inch; that 
is, they increased the outside diam- 
eter 1 inch -and- the cross section of 
the tire one-half inch.

Helgoland's Lighthouse- 


The Helgoland light is an electric one 


and the most powerful in Germany 
and is claimed by the Germans to be 
the most-powerful light in existence. 
The light consists of a cluster of three 
revolving lights, having a lighting pow- 
er of 40,000,000 candles, a magnitude 
of light which from figures alone is 
hard and. difficult to realize. The lights 
are on the searchlight principle, and 
the cluster is surmounted by a single 
light, of the same kind and size, that 
can be revolved independently and 
three times as fast as the three lights. 
The single light is put into use in case 
of accident to the cluster of three. The 
electric power is generated by two 
steam engines and boilers, running 
belt driven electric generators.—Lon- 
don Opinion.

PUNS FOR BIG 


RACE UNDER WAY 


AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Indianapolis, March 20.—A super- 


sweepstakes, the culmination of all 
500-mile races to date, is now being 
contemplated by the Indianapolis mo- 
tor speedway management, the length 
of the contest to be a 1000 miles, 
and the purse 1100,000. 


Originator of the plan is A. C. 


Newby. president of the National Mo- 
tor Vehicle company, and a director 
of the speedway, whose idea it is to 
stage a contest such as has never 
been seen in the world before. 


The race is to be invitational, en- 


try being limited to makes of car* 
having won previous 500-mile con- 
tests. To date, four such makes are 
eligible—Mariuon, Delage, National 
and Peugeot, with possibly a fifth 
after the next contest has been run. 
Entering probably five cars each, this 
would make a field of twenty-five ma- 
chines, the absolute cream of the rac- 
ing world, with the pick o£ racing 
drivers. 


A qualifying speed of 90 miles per 


hour for 20 laps of the speedway is 
to be necessarj, and the race is to 
start at 6 a. m. Drivers are to take 
tricks during the contest 
of

mile* each, two drivers to a car. If 
the race goes through it will easily 
be the greatest ever run, say racing 
experts informed of the plan.

•when the tire is submerged in a pool 
of water the damage baa commenced. 


In the first place, the water will 


gradually loosen the fabric. It will 
separate the tread from the fabric, 
and will permit sand blisters—Uw 
dirt will gradually creep under the 
tread and expose more of the fabric to 
the moisture — wittt the result that in 
a short time the inch layers of fabric 
separate and permit a blowout And 
a tire that has been permitted to go 
until this happens 
is 
practically 


worthless. 


Heretofore it has been a simple mat- 


ter to make a good job of repairing a 
punctured tube, for this does not come 
in contact with water, but there bare 
been no convenient repair schemes for 
taking care of a cut casing. One was 
exhibited at the

the camshaft and motor auxiliaries, 
\\lnch aie in use at the present time, 
are the result of experiments 
and 


tests which are carried on continu- 
ally by the automobile manufactur- 
ers in an endeavor to secure the 
most eiflcient and serviceable mech- 
anism for their product. There are 
two methods for driving the 
caui- 


shift and motor auxiliaries in use at 
the present time 
The main objects 


in view in designing- the 
drives is 


silent operation, compact 
arrange- 


ment and accessibility of parts. 


Ot late, the practice has been to 


use spur gears when the camshaft 
ran parallel to the crankshaft and 
the other auxiliaries 
were 
driven 


from the spur gear on the 
crank- 


shaft. 
During the last three years 


the tendency has been toward 
the 


use ol helical gears on account of 
their silent operation, but these are 
being gradually displaced 
by 
the 


silent chain. Some manufacturers in 
that country are using a cross shaft 
in front of the motor to drive some 
of the 
auxiliaries. 
This shaft 
is 


driven from the crankshaft by heli- 
cal gears. 


The spur gear was the first-type 


used to drive the camshaft and aux- 
iliaries. 
This type 
of 
gear 
was 


found very unsatisfactory, and it is 
now practically obsolete. 
The heli- 


cal gear, which displaced the spur 
gear a number of years ago. is being 
gradually supplanted by the 
silent 


chain for camshaft operation. 
The 


main reason that the use of the spur 
and helical gears has been 
given 


up. is, that they necessitated the use 
of gears of very large 
diametrical 


pitch. 
In considering the speed at 


which these gears revolved, we can 
see immediately that the result was 
a very high pitch, live velocity, which 
produces considerable noise, since it 
is very difficult to make gears of 
this type operate silently. 


The advantages of chain drives are 


silent operation, which is obtained 
even after the chains are worn con» 
siderably. On motors which, emploj 
gear drives many gears are tised to 
drive the camshaft and auxiliaries. 
This necessitates the use of a large 
front gear case. 
When the 
chain 


drive is used only two sprockets are 
needed, the chain serving as a flexi- 
ble connection between 
the 
two 


Again .if gears are used, the dis- 
tance between centers of the respec- 
tive shafts, change after much usage, 
which will not permit the teeth to 
mesh properly, and the result is dis- 
turbed valve timing and noisy oper- 
ation. 


Iu,usiug^silent ^chains, this varia- 


tion, duo to wear on chains, caa be 
taken up. 
The use of chains per- 


mits the use of 
muiiy 
front 
end 


drives or combinations. Since most ot

A Starting Hint. 


Place a hot stove lid up against 


ithe intake manifold and in five min- 
utes the engine will think it is sum- 
mer and start easily. 


Simple Iiock Washer. 
'.A square washer witn one corner 
bent upward to keep the Jiut from 
turning, and one corner bent down 
to keep the washer from 
turning, 


will often do good service. 


Impossible Starting. 


It is well to remember \hat a few 


drops of water frozen in the bottom 
of the float chamber will stop the 
feed outlet and render starting im- 
possible. 


Small Tire Cuts. 


'A very small cut that extends to 


the fabric will often result in a big 
sand blister that will strip the tread 
from the fabric for many square 
inches.

Rim Sticking. 


Tires should not be allowed to 


stick to the rims. A certain amount 
of slip and give will enable you to 
g«»t much more mileage than when 
the tires are stuck fast to the rim. 


Uneven Brakes.

Headlight Glare. 


A simple method of avoiding the

Battery Connections. 


Good and permanent electric con- 


pections of storage batteries depend 
largely upon the care used in wrap- 
ping the terminals near the battery 
weH with tire tape. If <hey are ex- 
posed to th« corroding action of oat- 
tery fluid you must expect trouble. 


Popping Curtmreter. 


While too lean a mixture is tlie 


, 
cause of "popping back," 


must not be forgotten that any defect 
jn the intake manifold, either origin- 
al or acquired, may cause only one 
Cylinder to get a too lean mixture 
and cause popping back when the 
average mixture is right, 


Pitted Points.

Dry Cell Exhaustion. 


The slightest escape of 
current 


will quickly run down a dry cell. 
Moisture in the paper covers, occas- 
ional touching of metal to the zinc 
binding post, incomplete opening of 
the switch, and too much testing 
with an electric meter, are all pro- 
lific sources of no current. 
I 


It gives even better sparks on slowj 
than high speed, owing to better con- 
denser action. 


Wire For Connections. 


The vibrations sof an automobile 


make it necessary that wire used for 
electric connections should be com- 
posed of a number of fine flexible 
strands and this cable be covered 
with mosture proof insulation. Spe- 
cial wire for this purpose is furnish- 
ed by the trade, but for emergency 
work the ordinary double electric 
light extension cable will do very 
well. 


Emphatic Tire Points. 


The more air a tire contains the 


less it will heat up in service. Over- 
inflation causes injurious vibration of 
/he whole car. Uuder-inflation hast- 
ens breakdown, but gives easy riding. 
JHeavy cars wear the treads down 
Vapidly, light cars the sides. Drive 
wheels wear the tires one^flfth fast- 
er than front tires. There is no cer- 
tain mileage in any tire. It's the 
driver's cars that counts. 


Casing Repairs.

Time is one of the essential factors 


n doing a good repair job on a lire 
asing. 
Several 
vulcanations. one 


over the other, will make, a better 
wearing patch, allowing plenty of 
time between them. Common gaso- 
ine now contains some grease, and a 
higher grade should be

for 


cleaning the rubber. The casing 
should be left on the demountable 
rim and fully pumped up when vul- 
canized. 


Escape of Current. 


Frequently there will be a 'cross" 


in the high-tension line that will not 
be observable without removing the 
hood, when the engine is running in 
the dark. 


"Pounding/' 


If "pounding" is regular and con- 


tinuous it is likely to be from lost 
motion in bearings. If irregular and 
occasional, it is more likely to be due 
to pre-ignition from 
incandescent 


carbon, or from imperfect electrical 
connections. If it is 
accompanied 


with an occasional miss, especially 
if the missing is more frequent when 
the car is running idle, it is more 
apt to be imperfect electric connec- 
tions. 


Thick Cement- 


When rubber cement has stood ex- 


posed to the air for ever a short Urns 
it becomes too thick to give best re- 
sults. But great care 
should 
be 


used in thinning it as the common 
gasoline containes some oil and is 
suitable. High test gasoline or bisul- 
phide of carbon should be used as a 
thinner. 


In order to secure uniformity of 


solution the water and acid should 
be well mixed before pouring it in- 
to the battery cells. In mixing, the 
water should be placed in a porce- 
lain or enamel ware dish and the ac- 
id added slowly, stirring continuous- 
ly with a clean wood paddle. Mixing 
causes the mixture to become quite 
warm, and the solution should not 
be placed in the cell* until it has 
has cooled 
down 
somewhat. The 


specific gravity 
should 
be 
12-Vt. 


which means that about one-third 01 
the solution is composed of pure sul- 
phuric acid, the balance of clean, soft 
water, preferably distilled. 


Few persons ever think of the ball

Throw the Light Down. 


The only light that is useful in au- 


tomobile dm ing at night is that 
which is thrown on 
the roadway. 


This effect ma* be obtained by paint- 
ing the lower segment of the conical 


reflector and letting tlie rays that 
strike the upper part and are direct- 
ed downward do all the lighting. 


Proper Care of Inner Tubes. 


gasoline contains some oil and is not 
soft cloth between the layers, a strip 
of cotton flannel rolled up with the 
tube is good. The roll should then 
be placed in a thick cloth bag with 
the stem protruding, and the mouth 
of the bag be tied around the stem.

MAKIXG SPRINGS 


REBOOT) PROOF 


iMost drivers of racing cars wind a 


great number of turns of cord around 
-^the springs of their'-cars in order to 
strengthen the spring and also to 
cheek the re-bound. The method as> 
used by Harry Grant may be of value. 
The springs of. the car are remorecl 
for the proper 
performance of this 


work and between the leaves is forced 
some graphite. Then aiound the en- 
tire spring is wound three or four 
layers of fheesecloili 
The cloth is 


then given a few coats of shellac and 
after that has dried thoroughly the 
cord winding begins. A great many 
drivers urefer fishing cord, but anj 
grade of strong cord will do the work. 
Starting at either end of the spring 
each turn of the cord is given a half- 
hitch underneath tbe 
bottom 
leaf. 


This half-hitching is done the entire 
length of the spring, and then another 
layer .of cord is laced over the spring. 
The turns of cord should be as close 
to one anot;v?r as possible. A coat of 
shellac is placed over the 
co.d and 


then the spring is replaced.

Some starting systems are made to 
start the engine, others are the e.v 
periment that result in starting the 
sale of the car. All starting devices 
fail sometimes and 
some 
oftener; 


most ot them are ot the natural kind. 


The most successlul starting sys- 


tems are the ones that ha\e the most 
brains in the opeiator: the others 
are like the leaders ol a certain po- 
litical party, they have 
exhausted 


their energy and retuse to accumu- 
late more. The battery of the start- 
ing systems are similar to a bank ac- 
count in the way that when you take 
more out than you put in you soon 
develop an overdralt, and they go to 
protest. 


One cold morning and a little lack 


of brain work will do more to make 
a self starter protect than a whole 
season of normal use would de%elop 
under proper care 
A self starter 


will refuse to do your thinking for 
you. just as any well regulated self- 
respecting automobile will refuse to 
run -without gasoline 


The accumulated energy of most 


starting1 devices is similar to one's 
financial credit in that when used ex- 
ravagantly will soon 
become 
ex- 


lausted and will take some time to 
build up permanent!-- 
Xone of the 


starting systems as jet have a reli- 
able attachment that will tell just 
when they w4H refuse to work, but 
one can always appreciate their real 
merit when they fail for the first 
time. 


Most manufacture! s of 
automo- 


biles attach a self-starter to the en- 
gine and hide the crank (or the aux- 
iliary emergency starter) under the 
tonneau seat, so that in 
case 
the 


starter should fail, the operator can 
thoroughly appreciate 
its 
regular 


performance. 
Most 
manufacturers 


regard the crank attached to the en- 
gine as a permanent or exposed ques- 
:ion mark of the efficiency of the 
appliance. 


A self-starter was never known to 


[ail in a secluded spot when one was 
alone, but like the snoiled child, it 
usually balks wlien the car is load- 
ed with guests, and 
when, 
in a 


rowded thoroughfare with a traffic 
policeman as umpire and the whole 
city as a grand-stand filled with peo- 
ple. 


Under the circumstances just men- 


tioned the concealed crank is what 
you wish you were but what you 
an't be and you proceed to unload 
your passengers 0 order to get out 
the crank. It ismhen you discover 
or recall that the/]|st time the start- 
er failed you, you left the crank hang 
on the front end, and somewhere in 
the<last 90 jmlesro& travel there is 
one crank on the road. 


"Legislatures w irl sometime be call- 


ed on to make laws to properly pun- 
ish manufacturers who persist in try- 
ing to hide their own uncertainty by 
nutting the crank anywhere it can 
be used, without the experience of 
a mechanical engineer.

device consists of proper attention to 
the batterv bv keeping its cells filled 
with distilled water, 
keeping 
the 


generator brushes and 
commutator 


clean and free from carbon deposits 
all wires and terminals tipht and free 
from oil. The intelligent IISP of an 
electric starter is to be sure that the 
engine is properlv primed with gaso- 
line and the ignition 
systems are 


working pronerly. Xever let the 
starter turn the engine for 
a con- 


stant period of more than thirty sec- 
onds at one time. In extreme cases 
such as cold morninsrs or when mo- 
tor is cold the use of ether iniected 
in the priming cocks will materially 
helr> and saie energy

WHERE COIN GOES 


WHEN AUTO TAXES 


ARE PAID TO STATE 


Since the establishment of branch- 


es of the State Automobile Depart- 
ment at the offices of the automo- 
bile clubs in Toledo, Cincinnati and 
Cleveland, the secretaries have 'been 
asked time and again without num- 
ber: "What does the state do with 
the 15.00?" 
The purpose of this article is to 


give this information for the benefit 
of all the automobile owners in the 
state who are willingly apying $5.00 
per year fee for their licenses. 


The actual cost of issuing each 


license, including the cost 
of the 


number plates, postage, express, tele- 
phone, telegraph, clerk , hire, office 
rent, printing and stationery, is 80' 
cents. 
The balance, .$4.14, is net 


profit to the state. This will amount 
in 1915 to approximately three- 
quarters of a million dollars. Unrter 
the present provision of the automo- 
bile law this money is converted, di- 
rectly to the state treasury, and every 
'dollar of it is used in the mainten- 
ance and repair of the main traveled 
highways throughout the state un- 
der the supervision and direction of 
the state highway commissioner. 


Two bills now pending provide for 


a radical departure from this plan. 
One bill, fathered by the 
farmer 


members of the smaller counties,; di- 
vides this money into 88 equal .parts, 
and Vinton county, with 71 autos, un- 
der this arrangement, would receive 
as much of the automobile revenue as 
Cuyahoga county with 21,000. The 
other bill provides that the net rev- 
enues shall be divided among the 88 
counties in proportion to the number 
of automobiles owned in each county. 
This measure has a considerable ele- 
ment of fairness and is likely to. pre- 
vail, especially owing to the fact that 
the representatives in the 
smaller 


counties have refused to consider fav- 
orably any legislation favoring auto- 
mobile owners. 
A compromise proposition was 


contained in the proposed new high- 
way law which provides that half of 
the money should t»e used on main 
market roads, and half on intercoun- 
ty Toads for the purpose of mainten- 
ance and repair, and that this shall 
all be expended by the state highway 
commissioner. The latter :proposition 
would undoubtedly be satisfactory.to 
the majority of the automobile clubs 
la the state.

low* College of Agriculture Delivers 


, Series of Ijeoctuws on 


Curs. 


The farmer as a group is perhaps 


the largest buyer of the automobile. 


Last spring an investigation- in one 


section of Ohio, which section it was 
figured would be representative of all 
Ohio, showed that the cars purchased 
from one well-known medium-priced 
car manufacturer for a period of one 
month, was a total of 87 cars, of 
which, number 65 were bought by 
farmers. 


Although this particular car made 


the largest sales the same average 
demonstrated that the farmer as a 
motor car:buyer stands well in the 
lead. 
In the ten states of the great mid- 


dle west, .it is asserted authoritatively 
that nearly one hundred million dol- 
lars of the farmer's money is invest- 
ed in-automobiles. 


So great has become the need ot 


knowledge among the "tillers of the 
soil," for an understanding of motor 
car construction and how to keep 
their.machines in repair at minimum 
cost, that the Iowa State College of 
Agriculture has added to its regular 
courses a department for the study 
of automobile repair and mainten- 
ance. 


Iowa is the first state in the union 


to take up such work, and an auto- 
mobile expert is spending his time 
going from place to place, holding 
.farmer- institutes" where bigger crops 
are not discussed except incidental to 
the repairing of automobiles. 


That this department is needed 


and wanted is evidenced by the in- 
terest shown everywhere * by 
the 


farmers who attend and the 
way 


they devour the information given. 


Lectures and practical demonstra- 


tions are given in central garages or 
town halls, and both aiternoon and 
evening sessions are held, and, de- 
pending on the size of the communi- 
ty, lasting from two to five days; ' 


Prof; Davis, who is in charge of 
the Iowa Auto Institutes, say the 
farmers are particularly ea'ger for in- 
formation, and advice on carburetion 
and the care of tires. 
"It is not uncommon," says Prof. 


Davis, 'to find farmers getting only 
eight to nine miles from a gallon of 
gasoline." 
Following are rules laid down for 


the farmer who would save tire ex- 
pense: 
• 
' 
First—Keep them inflated to 20 


pounds per inch of diameter. Use a 
good guage; don't guess. 
Seventy- 


five per cent of tires-are ruined by 
under-mflation. 
One run on a soft 
tire is sufficient to ruin it. Teh mitt- 
utes spent in inspection before you 
leave the garage may save you the 
price of a new casing. 
, 
Second—-Do 
not 
overload your 
tires; the-effect of overloading is the 
same as under-inflation. 


Third—risiever run a tire flat even 


for a Jjlock. 
. Fourth—-Have. cuts repaired 
at 
once.' -Do not let mud get Into the 
cut.and5rot the fabric. 
-: 
Fifth-mjbok out for the ruts. 
Sixth—-^See. that wheels are not 


running out of "line. 


. Seventh-1—See that brakes 
are 
properly adjusted and used, carefully.

dust. Quite frequently, too, the .con- 
tact-breaker and the. region there-: 
about are given a~good dousing. The 
need for caution is because, gasoline 
of today does not evaporate as read- 
ily as it did when .the refiners sup- 
plied the higher test fuel, and in con- 
sequence the surface of the washed 
magneto retains a film of. gasoline 
longer than at first is 
suspected. 


Should the engine be turned over di- 
rectly after cleaning the-magneto, a 
spark from 
the . contact-breaker 


would set fire to the film of gasoline 
which covers the magneto and what 
would result is hard to say—maybe 
little, maybe much. 
If the wires to the 
spark-plugs 


have been removed, there is an ad- 
ditional possibility of a conflagration 
for gasoline may have been 
forced 
into the . chamber of the external 
spark gap, and should any action 
cause the magneto's" armature to be 
rotated, a spark would pass across 
the spark-gap and light the liquid.

Gasoline costs some motor enthusi- 


ai,ls—who do not pay much attention 
to the myriad ways they can cut it 
down to a third or a half—approxi- 
mately $i:,0 a vear each. 


That is. perhaps. $30 or $00 is 


wasted. 


There arc about 1.000,000 cars of 


all types in America. The waste on 
all of them probably runs over ap- 
proximately ^J.000.000. 


The figures given above are based 


on the fact that a man who loves 
motoring will drive his car approxi- 
mately 10.000 miles' a 
vear 
His 


motor will consume somewhere be- 
tween (.00 and 800 gallons of gaso- 
me, a third of which might be sav- 
ed on the average car. 


There are several secrets of gaso- 


;ine saving which motorists generally 
do not know. 
Yet an engineer can 


take the car from which an ordinary 
drn er gets only twelve miles to the 
gallon, "and in many cases make it 
yield 18 to 20 miles to the gallon. 
This is a saving of one third or bet- 
ter. 


An instance came up the other day. 
we were equipping a certain manu- 
facturer's six-cylinder models with 
carburetors. 
A lav man driving the 


car could get but 10 miles to the sal- 
on. 
A careful driver stepped into 


:he samp car and secured 
19 0-5 


miles to the gallon. 


He pointed out to the less careful 


driver what it was in his driving, or 
rather what he didn't do. which ac- 
counted for the extra mileage. 
The 


ayman got back into the car and se- 
cured 10 miles to the 
gallon.

was verv easy, too. Instead of 'step- 
ping on the throttle"—pushing 
it 


clear down and shooting the gas in- 
to the motor needlessly—the careful 
driver fed the gas fast but steadily. 


A motorist selecting a carburetor 


should pay as much attention to sim- 
plicity—fewness 
of parts—as 
he 


does in selecting the chassis and mo- 
tor.

ouretor manufacturer's service sta- 
tions, he has facilities through which 
le can familiarize himself v\ith the 
device 
Every man should know the 


jarburetor which governs the motor's 
action and he can learn it if he will 
select a car with a carburetor which 
las service stations within not over 
a dav s driving distance.
